Community Chest 
Nears $15,000 Goal 


Various Units Co-operate 
In Closing Stages Of 
War Fund Campaign 


The first figures on this year’s 
Community Chest—USO united war 
campaign, and a comparison with 
relative tabulations of last year, 
seem to indicate that Andover will 


easily top its $15,000 quota in the 
drive ending Friday. 

Already $2,000 more has been re- 
ceived than last year, when Ando- 
ver beat its quota by 20 percent, 
though this year’s allocation is 
somewhat higher. Several notable 
collections have already been 
taken, among them Abbot Aca- 
demy, which doubled its last year’s 
contribution with a sum of $431, 
and the Tyer Rubber company, 
which, with a donation of $1,250, 
has already tripled the sum given 
in 1941. 

The house-to-house canvass by 
the Central teams has already 
furnished $4,577.55, as of Tuesday 
afternoon. In the educational divi- 
sion, Abbot Academy has given 
$431, Phillips Academy, $3,018.85, 
and some of the public schools, 
$274.99. 

The house to house canvass in 
Shawsheen has produced $190, and 
miscellaneous donations so far 
total about $1,000. 

The net total received so far is 
$11,174. Since many sources had 
not been contacted yesterday after- 
noon, and nearly all returns were 
necessarily incomplete, the total to 
date is expected to be substantially 
larger.

Registrar Frank Goodwin’s state- 
ment that such headlight painting 
is not in accord with state safety 
requirements, however, has caused 
the belief in some quarters that the 
regulations can be formally en- 
forced only when the Governor has 
put the machinery in motion. 

Walter C, Tomlinson, local black-

That the Red Cross spirit still 
moves some of our Andover people 
who were active here in the or- 
ganization before the war, and are 
now in service all over the country, 
is evidenced by a letter from 
Kenneth ‘L, Sherman, former sup- 
erintendent of schools, now a Naval 
lieutenant, to Chairman C. Carlton 
Kimball of the local chapter. 

“Today,” reads the letter, “I 
have been working on a case with 
the Red Cross which brought my 
very pleasant associations with you 
back to mind. The case was a sad 
one, and what little I did for the 
man, I like to think I did for our 
Red Cross chapter in Andover, for 
it was because of my experience 
there that I knew the ropes well 
enough to go through for him. 

“Our unit is on 48-hour sailing 
notice, and leave jis impossible. 
However, this man in my com- 
mand had a wife in the hospital in 
Philadelphia with tuberculosis, 
pregnant, and apparently with 
other complications. He wanted to 
g0 to her, Well, I got a loan for him 
from the Red Cross and after a 
great deal of red tape; got leave for 
him. ‘Now he igs on his way to her. 

“The point is that the (Red Cross 
here was extremely cooperative 
and reminded me of my work with 
you all in Andover, Thank God for 
the Red Cross.”

on each of them, 

On an ordinary sheet of coupons 
—which may be tailored to fit indi- 
vidual requirements—are 100 cou- 
pons good for ten gallons each, 25 
for one gallon, five for five gallons. 
The purpose of the coupons of 
smaller value is to make sure that

Within a year of his arrival 
he was elected president of Eu- 
phrates college, in which position 
he served for seven years. Ill 
health compelled him to withdraw, 


but later he went back to Turkey 


for evangelistic work. It was during 
this period that he lived through 
the terrible experiences of the Ar- 
menian deportations and served 
under the Near East Relief for a 
time. After work in Istanbul he was 
sent to Beirut, Syria, to work 
among the refugees.
